Book Ends and Book Sales 
MV tices photographs of book displays, 


both of counters and of windows, that 

have come to the office have brought 
to mind the fact that booksellers realize how 
attractive a display of books can be made by 
using book ends to hold up different groups 
of books. In the window, a half dozen books 
on a special subject can be isolated by the use 
of book ends, and the passersby are reminded, 
not only of how well the books would look on 
their table or desk, but of how advantageous 
it would be to have book ends to hold them 
in position. Displays on the bookseller’s coun- 
ters, held erect in this manner, give variety to 
the exhibits and make the books themselves 
more attractive. A few titles, on allied sub- 
jects, or chosen to show the variety of the 
new stock, just enough for a customer to 
examine at one time, can be kept as a unit 
in this manner. 

Still another connection between the two, 
comes from the possibilities of displaying the 
books in the gift sections of the shop. A 
counter of book ends without books between 
them is a bare thing, indeed, and the presence 
of books in the gift department reminds people 
of the place of books in birthday, wedding or 
holiday giving. When the book ends have 
reached the home of the purchaser or of the 
recipient, they are forever suggesting to their 
owners the purchase of more books—more 
current books, that the collection on the table 
may be new and up-to-date, and more beauti- 
fully bound books, in order that the collection 
on the mantle or bookcase may be a real orna- 
ment to the room. 

Probably there is no piece of merchandise 
in the book and gift shop which has such a 
direct relation to the encouragement of book 
ownership as these very beautiful and artistic 
sets in bronze or wood and booksellers seem 
to be using them most effectively. 









Big Health Campaign 


HE National Health Council, which em- 

bodies practically all the national groups 

interested in health promotion, is plan- 
ning some co-operative work that ought to 
create a wide new interest in health matters. 
Beginning with July 4th, there will be a 
year round emphasis, thru various means, on 
periodic health examinations. The Council 
has selected this for the start, as the slogan 
is to be “Have a Health Examination on Your 
Birthday,” and it seemed appropriate to begin 
on the nation’s birthday. 

The committee has also held a conference 
on the plan of making a film to promote inter- 
est in health. 

The selling of books on health and diet has 
always been a prominent feature of the book- 
store’s activities, and the bookseller can give 
valuable help to this big national movement 
by carrying and promoting the best guidance 
in print. The book publishers, thru the Year 
Round Book Campaign, are planning to coop- 
erate by giving special attention to books on 
health, with posters and special material.

time betore July, it reaches a high point 
of importance at the time of the Chicago Book 
Fair, and from then on proceeds with increased 
impetus until the whole country has been can- 
vassed. The central west market is of such 
great importance and its reaction to books 
and conditions so typical of the health of the 
whole country that this gathering will never 
lose its prestige. 

It would be an interesting thing if the occa- 
sion ‘could be used not only to reach established 
buyers, but to have some conference among 
those who were freshly covering the territory 
as to how to increase the outlets in that area 
of so much potential importance. The book 
appetites of the middle west are far ahead of 
the store service, and there ought to be sys- 
tematic, constructive work done to see to it 
that every city of reasonable size should have 
its adequate displays. 


Chance to Serve Europe 


American Library in Paris and to other 
libraries in educational centers of Europe 
has now been perfected by the American 
Library Association. Packages should be sent 


"Pras machinery for sending books to the 
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prepaid to the Bureau of International Ex- 
changes, Smithsonian Institute, Washington, 
D. C. The book-trade as well as the library 
world should take this opportunity to send 
contributions to these important collections. 


The Paris Library needs files of periodicals, 
publications of important societies, especially 
those reflecting public opinion, works of ref- 
erence related to America. Also, it needs 
collected editions of the writings of our rep- 
resentative writers and public men, and books 
on American art and architecture. Similar 
books, and especially scientific publications of 
the last few years, are needed by other libra- 
ries served by this movement. 


It is needless to say that these countries are 
in no position, especially because of the very 
adverse exchange, to buy the books, yet these 
collections can do much to prepare the way 
for better international understanding and also 
for book exchange on a business basis in 
settled times. 


Brilliant Ideas are Expensive 


TTRACTIVE sales ideas are responsible 

for increased overhead costs for the whole 
industry, for usually they yield little else in 
the long run. Someone in a concern, in a 
period of slack business, conceives of a free- 
service scheme to stimulate sales. Temporarily 
the concern benefits, but, unless it is a feature 
which can be made exclusive, all the trade soon 
takes up the innovation in self-defence and 
all find themselves committed to new expenses. 


Before such ideas are put into practice it is 
well to study the ultimate results. Will a 
permanent advantage be obtained by the indi- 
vidual concern or will the whole trade gain 
a larger group of potential buyers, or will the 
present buyers increase their purchases? If 
the only purpose is to be a little ahead of rival 
concerns, in a little while there is sure to be 
a big come-back. 


Canadian Licenses Result of U.S. 
Manufacturing Clause 


HE president of the Canadian Authors’ 
Society explains the new copyright law that 
affects Canadian and American authors 
after January Ist, 1924. 
Ottawa, June Ioth, 1923. 
Editor, PuBLISHERS’ WEEKLY: 

The article on Canadian copyright which 
appeared in the PustisHers’ WEEKLY for 
June oth is on the whole a very fair state- 
ment of the case, but contains one paragraph 
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which is likely to give a misleading impression 


of the effect of the new Canadian copyri 
law. The paragraph in question reads: 
“Another disadvantage of the Canadian 
author is that, in the new arrangement, he 
cannot sell his serial rights to an Ameri- 
can magazine, as no American magazine 
would buy rights that could be broken 
down across the border, where part of our 
circulation exists.”

Tf this statement were complete the Cana- 
dian author’s position in seeking publication 
in the United States would indeed be more 
difficult than it is. But the fact, which is not 
brought out in the paragraph, is that the serials 
of American authors will, under the new law 
be subject to licensed reproduction in Canada 
on exactly the same conditions as are the 
serials of Canadian authors. So that if “no 
American magazine will buy rights that can 
be broken down across the berder” it follows 
that, beginning on January Ist, 1924, no Amer- 
ican magazine will buy a right from an Amer- 
ican author, as these rights can be “broken 
down across the border” on exactly the same 
conditions as the rights of a Canadian author. 


Under the new law the fact that an Ameri- 
can author obtains copyright in Great Britain 
will not protect him from licensed reproduc- 
tion in Canada unless he manufactures in 
Canada. 


The Canadian Authors’ Association has vig- 
orously opposed the licensing clauses of the 
new legislation and, indeed, did succeed in 
obtaining important modifications, but when- 
ever we urged the principle of free trade in 
copyrights as practiced by the countries of 
the Berne Convention we were met by the 
argument that the United States, the greatest 
publishing country in the world, does not sub- 
scribe to the Berne Convention and _ insists 
upon manufacture as a condition of copy- 
right. The licensing clauses in the Canadian 
Act are less sweeping than the manufacturing 
provision of the United States, as they do not 
make manufacture in Canada essential to 
copyright, and as they provide for licensed 
reproduction only under certain specified con- 
ditions including payment of royalty to the 
author, and as they further permit the im- 
portation of plates for the purpose of printing 
in Canada whereas under the United States 
law if a Canadian author does not have his 
work set up and printed in the United States 
he has no protection whatever in that country. 
Notwithstanding these differences the lineage 
of this Canadian child traces very directly to 
its American parent, and it is doubtful if one 
can be destroyed without the other.

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British Booksellers’ Convention 
By Walter J. Magenis

66 WONDERFUL conference” is the 
opinion from all sides of the Not- 
tingham gathering of the Associated 

Booksellers of Great Britain, held on May 26 

and 27. Letters of congratulation and in- 

creased subscriptions have been pouring in 
to the secretary’s office ever since. 

The council applied itself to trade prob- 
lems in a way previously unknown in Eng- 
land. Every one seemed to have something 
to say and said it; everywhere was spirit 
and enthusiasm; the program went thru 
perfectly. 

The reception by the Mayor of Notting- 
ham was a great affair and inspired every- 
body. Pilgrimages were made to Newstead 
Abbey, the early home of Byron, and to the 
stately home of the Duke of Portland. There 
was tea in the heart of Sherwood Forest. 

After 28 years of service in office, Henry 
W. Keay, now seventy-five years of age, in- 
sisted on retiring from the presidency and 
Frank A. Denny of A. & F. Denny, Ltd, 
London, was elected in his place. Mr. Keay 
has been in the forefront of every good move- 
ment in the book-trade. He agitated per- 
sistently for the net book and in the end got 
it. Then he protected the net book and re- 
established the English book-trade on a pay- 
ing basis. With the trade now brought to 
the beginning of a new era he is passing on 
the active leadership tho he will still remain 
among the advisors. He has been mayor of 
Eastbourne seven times and recently was 
made “freeman” of the borough—the highest 
distinction his town can give him. 

The Mayor of Nottingham’s speech empha- 
sized the educational functions of the book- 
seller and suggested ‘that in developing the 
efficiency of the trade that the Association 
might hold examinations and grant diplomas 
to assistants. 

That the Association had greatly increased 
in numbers and income was evident by the 
activities reported from all the branches. The 
central office has been in touch with sister 
organizations thruout the world. 

In co-operation with the publishers several 
forward steps had been taken: (1) To pre- 
vent border land trades from getting books 
at trade rates; (2) To prevent indiscriminate 
Signing of the net book agreement; (3) To 
Prevent the export of books abroad below the 
net published price. 

The second session of the Conference pro- 
duced an unusual quality in papers and a 


very interesting discussion on trade prob- 
lems. The method is to bring up different 
subjects in the form of resolutions from 
branch organizations. One branch brought 
up the question of the maintenance of price 
when the books had passed thru _ several 
hands, and it was felt that a way should be 
found to have the net book contract carry, 
even thru such a complicated transaction. 

Another resolution was aimed to prevent a 
too early appearance of the announcements 
of books. The Scottish branch felt that this 
accumulated in the bookseller’s hands orders 
that sometimes could not be filled for weeks, 
with the consequent trouble of watching out 
for the books coming so that sometimes 
the order never was filled. It was felt that 
an advertisement should never appear more 
than a week or two before publication. 


Another resolution was aimed against 
dealers who broke the spirit of the net book 
agreement by making gifts in money or in 
kind to associations or clubs connected with 
book buyers. 


Among the papers that attracted attention 
was one on “Co-operative Advertising.” It 
shows that this subject is bound to be con- 
tinuously under discussion. It seems likely 
that the London branch will consider, in a 
few weeks, taking up this matter. 


An important paper on “The Supply of 
Educational Books” was read by F. Brown of 
the Educational Supply Association. There 
is great difficulty in this country over the 
handling and pricing of educational books. 


David Roy, chief of the book department 
of W. H. Smith & Sons, gave a general dis- 
cussion of the net book agreement. As an 
illustration of the effect of price-cutting, he 
instanced that a number of years ago there 
were within one mile at Manchester seven 
booksellers. Today there is but one. They 
failed, because outside traders took on books 
and cut the prices in order to have the pub- 
lic purchase entirely different lines of goods. 
One case was instanced of books being sold 
at 90% off, carriage prepaid. 

Other topics of discussion were “The In- 
terior Equipment of a Bookseller” and “What 
Is A Bookseller?” 


The Convention was characterized by a 
large attendance of veterans, including Joseph 
Shaylor, author of several books on book- 
selling matters and long connected with the 
London book-trade. 
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History of Johnson’s Bookstore 


N the occassion of the celebration of the 

thirtieth anniversary of its founding in 
1893, Johnson’s Bookstore in Springfield, 
Mass., has issued a folder which contains the 
story of the store’s development. There are 
pictures of the various establishments which 
the business outgrew, together with an illus- 
tration of the fine building it occupies at 
present. So progressive a record should inter- 
est all booksellers, so a resumé of the store’s 
history is briefly sketched here. 

In 1885, Henry R. Johnson, then sixteen years 
of age, left the hamlet, Hockanum, crossed 
the Connecticut, to Northampton, Mass. and 
became a clerk in the College Bookstore of 
S. E. Bridgman & Company. Two years later 
he secured a position with James D. Gill, 
bookseller in Springfield. Johnson worked for 
Mr. Gill until 1893 and then bought a small gift 
and stationery store at 318 Main Street. In less 
than a year the business showed a considerable 
growth and Johnson moved down to 428 Main 
Street, near Court Square. The business grew 
and in less than two years another move was 
necessary, this time to larger quarters at the 
north corner of Main and Vernon Streets. 
Within the next six years the force was in- 
creased to twenty and the shop became so 
crowded with goods that another change was 
made. 

A large double store was taken, March, 1808, 
in what is now the Springfield National Bank 
Building. Still again in 1909, more room was 
required, and Mr. Johnson bought a property 
in the heart of the city’s retail business section. 
He soon after acquired some property directly 
back of his latest purchase, remodeled and 
added to both. In 1921, 30,000 square feet were 
devoted to the business when Johnson’s Bargain 
Bookshop was opened in the Market Street 
Building. The Bargain Bookshop was devoted 
entirely to the sale of second-hand books. An- 
other 2,500 square feet have recently been 
added to this department, thus improving the 
facilities for the better serving of customers. 

The business was incorporated in 1922, with 
Henry R. Johnson as President and his 
nephews, Arthur S. and Roger Johnson as 
Vice-president and Treasurer, respectively. 


Big Book Collection for Williams 


OMMENCEMENT week was the time 

for the formal presentation and installa- 
tion in the Stetson Hall Library of Williams 
College of the book collection of Alfred 
Clarke Chapin of New York City. Mr. Chapin 
was of the class of 1869. The collection in- 
cludes 9,000 volumes of great rarity and value, 
for which the donor paid more than $750,000.

Recruiting for Bookselling

LICE FOSTER, Librarian at Central 

High ‘School, has organized a “Library 

Round Table,” a group of Senior girls 
who look forward to bookish careers. Miss 
Foster recently invited) me to give a talk on 
methods and possibilities of book-selling, Like 
the book-agent of old-(who is extant even now 
in rural districts, despite the bitter war-fare 
long waged against his species), I welcomed 
the chance to discuss my joint hobby and liveli. 
hood. 

Book-selling was presented as a means of 
personal service and satisfaction—a friendly, 
broadening contact with human-kind—and as | 
a supplementary education; an apprenticeship, 
as it were, to the master-minds who dwell im- 
mortal, bound and indexed, on the shelves of 
the book shop. 

Points touched on in brief detail were: 


1. A book shop necessarily a paying business 
before a shrine of book-lovers. Eternal vig- 
ilance required to keep practical aspects in 
mind, and yet in their properly secondary 
position. 

2. Two types of sales-people. The brisk, 
highly efficient clerk (“full of pep, zip, and 
punch,” as Dr. Ivy would have it), who is 
fiercely intent on exceeding her sales-quota. 
Her customers nearly always buy (how other- 
wise save their faces?), but they seldom come 
back—or at least only when they have title 
and author ready to fire at the tormentor. This 
person’s antithesis is the tactful, unobtrusive 
attendant whose mind is on the customer’s needs 
rather than his check-book. The grateful one 
does not go away shame-faced because book- 
less, and acquires the habit of returning after 
pay-day for the book he has coveted since a 
previous visit. 

3. The book-clerk’s often absurd power as 
literary dictator. Not the publisher’s office, 
but the book shop as the true arbiter of an 
author’s destiny. The book-seller’s high re- 
sponsibility toward new writers, and to cus- 
tomers who need guidance to fresh springs 
and pastures new. 

The meeting closed with a vigorous free-for- 
all discussion of books, the writing, reading, 
and selling of them. Around the sunny library 
tables, over countless cups of perfectly brewed 
tea, the very young generation of Duluth 
demonstrated its literary freshness and vitality 
in a way to warm the heart. These young 
people, one is moved to prophesy, will be 
splendidly competent to preserve—and perhaps 
enrich—“the great tradition.”

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Kansas Friends of Reading

PONSORED by W. H. Kerr, 

Librarian of the Kellogg Library 
at the Kansas State Teachers’ College, 
Emporia, Kansas, “The Kansas 
Friends of Reading” movement is en- 
couraging the development of informal 
reading circles all over the state. Mr. 
Kerr has appealed to librarians, school 
principals and individuals to support 
the plan.

Periodically a list of ‘books sug- 
gested for reading and discussion is 
sent to all members. The Kellogg 
Library agrees to lend.a book a month 
for twelve months, postpaid, for three 
dollars a year. But the ownership of 
books is emphasized and encouraged 
together with a fuller use of the local 
library.

Certificates for Reading 


bes plans, first announced by the Massa- 
chusetts Department of Education a year 
ago, for encouraging systematic reading 
among school children of the state is proving 
so much of a success with the children that 
the secretaries of the Library Commission are 
kept busy appearing at town gatherings where 
the diplomas are awarded. 


The original plan was outlined in April a 
year ago in a letter to librarians, which said 
that the Massachusetts Board of Library 
Commissioners would give a certificate to any 
child. who read and reported on five books 
which had been selected for his grade in 
school or the grades next above or next below. 
Lists of twenty-five books are printed on 
cards and submitted for this purpose. The 
librarian also has blanks for the reading 
record of the children, which has space for 
name and address, grade and date and for 
information about the names of the books 
and authors read, important characters in each 
book and comments on what the child likes 
best in each book. The librarian has to fill 
in and sign the certificates as earned, having 
entered on the back of the certificate the 
names of the books which have been read. 
The number of certificates issued is reported 
to the State House. 


The plan has been so successful that libra- 
ries are taking it up with increasing enthu- 
siasm, and the Commission is now offering a 
special embossed certificate which covers 
twenty-five books, of which five, at least, 
shall be non-fiction. Miss E. Kathleen Jones, 
general secretary of the Department, and E. 
Louise Jones, the field secretary, have been 
responsible for developing this departure.

The Reader’s Library 


NE of the most remarkable enterprises 

in the way of popular price books that 

has ever been attempted, either here or 
in England, is to be ready for distribution in 
August, the Reader's Library, published by J. 
H. Sears & Company, a series of books 
designed to retail at ten cents. 

The first report of this plan came out some 
months ago when there were in the public 
press numerous stories about the plans to 
build up a big book producing center at Kings- 
port, Tenn., a community that has been de- 
veloped for war industries but which seems 
to lend itself advantageously to printing pur- 
poses. The community has pulp wood paper 
mills and presses. The printing plant is to be 
known as the Kingsport Press. 

The plan is to produce books in huge quan- 
tity at an ultimate minimum of economy to be 
obtained from long runs, and the outlet would 
be thru the ten cent stores. The first sample 
volumes are ready, and the copy of “Treasure 
Island” shows a book 6% x 4%, printed from 
a new set of plates. It consists of 252 pages, 
the title page and lining papers being in 
Gothic design bearing the imprint of J. H. 
Sears & Company, Inc. of 17 East 54th 
Street, New York. The book is bound in red 
muslin, stiff sides, with gilt imprint on front 
and back. 

The prefatory note about the Library is 
signed by Lucas Lexow, editor, and this states 
that the series will contain romance, stories of 
adventure, poetry, essays, biography and travel, 
philosophy and science. The list of books 
which it is planned to put in the first group 
published in August is as follows:

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Considering that these books would have to 
be sold for at least as low as seven cents to 
obtain a ten cent outlet, it is undoubtedly the 
most unusual value that has ever been at- 
tempted in the book-making field, and the 
sample excels any other attempt to make a 
popular price book, either in recent times or 
in earlier periods of book-making. 


Joseph Hamblen Sears, who is heading this 
publishing movement, is very well known to 
the trade, having been connected with Harper 
& Brothers in a literary capacity for ten years 
and having served as president of D. Appleton 
& Company from 1904-1918. He is also the 
author of several books. 


English Bookseller’s View of 
Publishers’ Advertising 


O NE of the interesting papers of the recent 
booksellers’ gathering at Nottingham, 
England, was one on book advertising, em- 
phasizing the need of publishers’ advertising 
support in the outlying sections. | 

The speaker believed that the publishers 
spent too large a percentage of their appro- 
priations in the London dailies and far too 
little in outlying mediums. He believed that 
the general public read their local papers with 
great care and that any book promotion that 
appeared in those pages received far more 
attention and were more likely to turn into 
good results. He believed that publishers’ 
advertisements would gain in value if they 
all carried the line, “Obtainable from all book- 
sellers,” or, better still, “Obtainable from your 
local bookseller.” He told of one example of 
cooperation in which the publisher advertised 
a popular series and the local bookseller car- 
ried an accompanying advertisement and sup- 
ported this connection with a window display. 
Several regular customers appeared in the 
store and commented on the fact that they 
did not realize that the bookseller was carry- 
ing this series. This meant not only a sale 
then but many sales thereafter from the list. 


It was his opinion that the book-trade was 
inundated with too many printed flyers which 
arrived, covered the desk thickly and which 
the bookseller had to sweep into the waste- 
basket, lest the work be hopelessly smothered 
under. The catalog style of book advertis- 
ing was condemned as appealing to a very 
small number of readers. 

It was emphasized that the bookseller’s first 
need was to advertise his business. Thus 
titles are only incidental to him, being used to 
center the interest on his whole bookselling 
service, while the publisher’s business was t© 
advertise the titles for the whole group ° 
stores.

R. BROWN took his little black note 
book from his pocket and turned sev- 
eral of the pages. 

“There are a number of points that I want 
to take up this evening,” he said, “In the first 
place, I am going to announce that for the 
next meeting we will 
have a question box.

in the box which I 
will put in a _ con- 
venient place, and I 
will open the box at 
the meeting next week 
and will answer the 
questions as well as I 
can in an impromptu 
way. I think it will 
be interesting, but I 
hope that you don’t 
stump me. To be suc- 
cessful we must have 
a bunch of questions, 
so don’t be afraid to 
write several if good 
ones occur to you. 
Then, of course, two 
weeks from tonight we have the first annual 
dinner and from what I hear all the committees 
are hard at work making plans for the occasion. 

“I am going to speak to you for a few 

moments tonight about a matter that I men- 
tioned some time ago, ‘learning from the cus- 
tomer.’ I wonder if we all realize the privilege 
we have and the great possibilities there are 
in this business in which we are engaged. In 
what other line would it be possible to meet 
customers on so friendly a footing as we can 
in ours? A! book-lover will always talk books. 
If you approach him correctly, you can arouse 
th interest of any man or woman who is a 
reader and who comes into our store. I° know 
you all remember one patron, a browser if 
you like, who came into our department several 
times a week and looked over all the new 
books. He bought once in awhile but more 
often just looked around for a half hour or 
so and then walked out. All of you took a 
turn at approaching him, but he did not un- 
bend further than to say that he was looking 
around. Suggestions as to possible purchases 
only seemed to annoy him and often made him 
flee precipitously.”

“I know whom you mean,” said Miss Temple. 
“We all thought he was an old bear. I was 
afraid for my life, but one day I screwed up 
my courage and offered him a book. He 
didn’t even look at it but walked away.” 

“He didn’t mean to be unkind,” said Mr. 
Brown. “That was 
only his drastic 
method of indicating 
to you that he didn’t 
desire any attention at 
all. I studied this man 
for a long time, saw 
that he didn’t want 
any suggestions, yet I 
didn’t feel that we 
were handling him 
quite right in just let- 
ting him come and go 
without a word. 
Finally, I solved the 
problem. He didn’t 
want us to tell him 
anything, but he very 
much appreciated the 
opportunity to tell us 
something. I asked 
him his opinion about 
a certain new book. He warmed up immedi- 
ately, talked very freely. I found that he was 
a very learned man, a former instructor of 
political economy in one of our great uni- 
versities and, at that time, engaged in writing 
a text-book on the subject. His knowledge 
along many lines was enormous and he became 
of great usefulness to us in giving us freely 
expert opinion on many books on serious sub- 
jects. But never in all the years that he came 
here: before he left the city did I ever venture 
to recommend a book to him. Sometimes, I 
would say ‘have you seen this?’ or ‘so and so 
has a new book’ but nothing more. What I 
learned from that one man is past all calcu- 
lation. 

“We have many other customers, regular and 
casual, from whom we can learn a great deal. 
All the leading ministers in the city come into 
the store more or less; it is our business to 
make them come more. One thing we should 
do more than we do. We should be more 


alert to learn who they are. I was distinctly 
embarrassed just last week when a friend of 
mine asked me if I knew his minister, the 
Reverend Mr. Hedgely. I said, ‘No.’ He re- 
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plied, “That’s funny, for he tells me that he 
comes into your store very frequently and he 
says he knows you.’ It was a case of knowing 
by face but not by name. 

“A pretty good way is to ask these people 
we do not know whether they would not like 
to have their names put on our mailing fists. 
In this way, quite unobtrusively we learn who 
they are. Nothing pleases a man or a woman 
more than to be addressed by name. A man is 
flattered by the feeling that he is well known. 
Just this example. I go into Beddek’s men’s 
furnishing store, buy something and say send 
it up. If the clerk says, ‘very well, Mr. Brown, 
what is the address, please?’ I am gratified. 
Of course, we mustn’t make the mistake of 
supposing we know a customer’s name and 
address, when we don’t—but that is another 
subject. What I am trying to tell you just 
now is that we have a very high and unusual 
character of visitors in our department. 

“We can write this as axiomatic that the 
people who buy books—and particularly those 
who buy books for their own reading—are the 
best people in town. They are the thinkers, 
the seekers after truth, the people who 
have studied and who know, the people from 
whom we can learn. Now we can’t stand 
around talking to one customer all afternoon, 
I realize that, and nothing looks much worse 
than to have other customers waiting im- 
patiently while we are in casual conversation 
with one who engages all our attention. But 
there are times and seasons for all things 
and a right way to do all things and I know 
that we can learn a very great deal by 
cultivating our customers and letting them tell 
us some of the things they know. It pleases 
them, too, but we will not dwell on that phase 
of it. The thing is that we learn. 


“Suppose we were selling shoes. 
patron going to tell us a lot of interesting 
things about a shoe? I guess not. He might 
tell us that it pinched his foot or that it didn’t 
wear well. But the interesting things that 
people can tell us about books! Of course, 
there are customers and customers and full 
many a reader, whose literary pursuits are 
limited to the lightest stuff, drags around a 
very empty sate with him. These can do 
nothing for us, but, during the year, I venture 
to say that we see practically every person 
prominent in the intellectual life of this city. 
To cultivate them, to learn from them, is in it- 
self a liberal education and one of the finest 
recompenses that we derive from our work 
here. Is there discussion on that point?” 


No one spoke for a moment. Finally Miss 
Porter said: “I know that I, for one, have 
learned a very great deal from our customers. 
Take Mr. Polker, for instance. Whenever he 


Is any. 
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comes in, I try to get a word with him about 
what he has been reading. So often he tells 
me something about a book that makes me 
want to read it, too, and gives me a better un- 
derstanding of it when I have read it. Then 
[ get so many selling helps from him, particu- 
larly about serious books that otherwise I am 
afraid I would know very little about. There 
isn't a time but he has some very interesting 
anecdote to tell.” 


“That is just the point.” said Mr. Brown 
“This town is full of people just as much 
worth cultivating as Mr. Polker. They come 
to us but we do not always recognize them 
and thus we let many a golden opportunity 
slip by unnoticed. It is our business to draw 
the customer out, let him reveal his possibilities 
to us and then make the most of them.”

“We have a good many interesting visitors 
from out of town, too,” observed Gordon. 
“Actors, authors, lecturers, explorers and a 
great many others come in to see us and we 
can learn from all of them. I remember 
Donald McMillan, the arctic explorer, came in 
one day. I recognized him because I had 
hearc his lecture the night before. And at 
one time and another I’ve seen most of the 
actors who have been in the city during the 
last few years.” 


“Let this be our parting thought,” said Mr. 
Brown. “We want you to learn from the cus- 
tomers and you should do so because it will 
aid you in a business way and also in making 
you broader men and women for any sphere 
in life—marriage or anything else” (with a 
quizzical smile), “but we must, of course, re- 
member at all times that we are here for busi- 
ness and not become so immersed in conversa- 
tion that we grow heedless of the day’s ap- 
pointed tasks. But in ‘learning from the cus- 
tomer’ there is a field that I am sure no 
bookstore in this country has as yet fully 
cultivated. Goodnight.”

tano’s, the McClurg retail store is now 
being rounded out by John Loos, who is at 
present making plans for what a _ Bren- 
tano’s book service should be for the central 
west. Mr. Loos says, on questioning, that, 
first of all, he plans to give the people of 
Chicago as well-rounded a bookstore stock 
as an international organization knows how 
to build up. He believes that, in a large store 
of this kind, there should be included all of 
those things which Brentano’s 70 years’ ex- 
perience has taught are the essential items for 
a bookstore to carry—books not merely for 
the skimmers in fields of literature, but for 
those who go into literature from all angles 
and from all points of view. 


He will also develop the departments of 
foreign books, Americana, rare editions and 
standard sets and a large periodical business 
on a more international basis. 


The importance of efficient mail-order serv- 
ice has been very strongly commented on by 
Mr. Loos. He believes that the middle west 
and far west ought to look to Chicago for 
their books, and that the efficiency of mail- 
order service and the ability to supply from 
stock would have a great deal to do with 
building up that business to a heavy percent- 
age of the total volume. “Strict attention to 
the customer’s needs,” he went on to say, “and 
a stock to back the service will be the aim 
of the department.” 


American Legion in Dispute 
About Publishing 


HE National Executive Committee of the 

American Legion has made an arrangement 
by which the Legion is to receive a 3 per cent 
commission on all sales of two war volumes 
published by the Press Syndicate, 30 Church 
Street. These books are called “Official Un- 
censored Source Records of the Great Events 
of the Great War” and “Great Events of the 
Great World War.” These were edited by 
Professor Charles F. Horne of the English De- 
partment of the College of the City of New 
York. The books are being sold by subscrip- 
tion in 7 volumes at $84. 

The New York department of the Legion 
has issued a protest against this arrangement, 
Stating that the canvassers for the book are 
using the Legion’s name improperly in coerc- 
ing people to buy. Vincent Parke, president 
of the publishing firm, says that there has 
been no attempt to commercialize the Legion’s 
name, but that he was willing to pay this 
commission because of the value of having the

connection with the Legion. He states that 
he has 250 canvassers out in the field. When 
*the complaint was first registered, the pub- 
lishers promised to see that their canvassers 
used no improper methods of argument, but 
the New York State group are not yet satis- 
fied with this, and the discussion is likely to 
be continued. 


Frank Harris’s Autobiography 


RANK HARRIS has written an autobiog- 

raphy and had it published in Germany. 
The current issue of a London trade paper 
apologizes for the fact that the editor had 
accepted a few weeks before an advertisement 
of the book, but “he regrets to learn that this 
book is of so undesirable a nature that it 
has come under the ban of the Director of 
Public Prosecutions. “Needless to say,” the 
article goes on, “we are very sorry to have 
innocently given such a work the hospitality 
of our pages, and we hasten to warn our 
readers to give the book a wide berth if it 
should ever come their way.” It has later 
been reported that a shipment has been made 
to this country, but is not likely to be allowed 


to enter. 








Lodge Lauds Parkman 


ENATOR LODGE at the Massachusetts 

Historical Society’s celebration of the 1ooth 
anniversary of the birth of Francis Parkman 
said that Parkman’s work belonged to the 
small number of histories of the first rank. 

“It was the mighty struggle for the pos- 
session of a continent which Francis Parkman 
narrated in his history,” said the Senator. 
“There could have been no greater or more 
momentous subject. That which was at stake 
was not merely the victory of France or of 
England. It was whether the coming people 
of the North American continent should 
speak English. It was whether from the At- 
lantic to the Pacific and north of the posses- 
sions of Spain the common law and the insti- 
tutions of England should prevail or the 
institutions of France and her civil law. It 
is epic in its magnitude, and Parkman looked 
at it and treated it fitly and with tireless re- 
search as a historian, but also with the 
imagination and the understanding of the epic 
poet.” 

Senator Lodge, who was a friend of the 
historian, paid tribute to his heroism in carry- 
ing on his arduous work in spite of long 
illness and near blindness. In the course of 
his address he remarked that he thought the 
reading of the histories of Herodotus, Thucy- 
dides, Tacitus and Gibbon ought to be a part 
of every education. 


Against Sex Novels 


b meren English novelists—Sheila Kaye-Smith 
and Rebecca West—spoke at the London 
School for Economics on the question, “Is 
there an alternative to the sex novel?” Miss 
Kaye-Smith contended there was no alterna- 
tive. 

Miss West insisted: “I don’t think there is 
such a thing as a sex novel worthy to take a 
place among works of art.” Sex novels, she 
said, were read by people who led ‘dull, bare 
lives, and wanted compensation for the lack 
of romance. 

Miss Kaye-Smith, however, remarked : “Love 
is a great disruptive element. Therefore it is 
a great literary opportunity.” 

G. K. Chesterton, in an address before the 
Chelsea Poetry Society the same evening, 
criticized modern verse as “an affected anarch- 
ism,” adding: “Poetry nowadays might con- 
sist of semicolons and full stops. Some one 
has, indeed, already invented a system where 
he can use only numbers and plus signs. 
What the average person wants is some guid- 
ance in order to know which is a genuine 
innovation and which merely an absurd ex- 
ample of playing the fool.” 





Paper Standardization 


ROGRESS in the discussion of paper 
* sizes is steadily gaining, and the wide 
interest in the matter was shown by the fact 
that the conference at Washington on June 
19th brought out over 80 representatives of 
various manufacturing and industrial interests. 
Book publishing was represented by Robert 
McGlaughlin of the National Association of 
Book Publishers. 


These conferences, which are the outgrowth 
of work done by the Bureau of Standards in 
the Department of Commerce, are proceeding 
with the idea that, while they cannot enforce 
any rules as to paper sizes, they can by 
gathering the facts and placing them in an 
authoritative way before the users of paper, 
demonstrate so clearly the economies to be 
gained from a lessening of paper sizes, that 
reforms will proceed under their own head- 
way. The Bureau of Standards has already 
been of great service to other industries by 
helping outline standardization and thus bring- 
ing about enormous savings. 


It is pointed out that paper making machin- 
ery can run off long rolls of single width 
with very much economy over changing sizes 
that necessitate constant shifts of machinery. 
The jobber, on his part, is enabled to carry 
more complete stocks, and the publisher is 
enabled to prepare to manufacture his books 
with less delay. 

A careful canvass among book publishers 
has shown that there are a number of special 
paper sizes being used that could be largely 
eliminated on new books and gradually elimi- 
nated on old books or reprints. A very con- 
siderable concentration on the 30% x 41 and 
41 x 61 size has already made it much more 
easy to obtain paper supplies in those measure- 
ments. 

Just what the complications are in paper 
sizes in trade paper printing at present is 
shown by the Department’s statistics that show 
there are 95 different paper sizes used in trade 
papers, 85 sizes used in house organs and 179 
sizes used in trade directories. It would be 
hard to prove that such divergence had done 
anything to improve the appearance and use- 
ableness of the books. 

As the result of this conference, some tur- 
ther investigation is being made in the trade 
before the final report of the Committee 1s 
made.

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Obituary Note 
MORRIS ROSENFELD 


Morris RosENFELD, the East Side sweatshop 
worker, who was ranked as one of the fore- 
most Yiddish poets in the world, died sud- 
denly at his home in New York City on June 
21st. He was born in 1863. The life of 
Rosenfeld was like that of many poets, full 
of hardship and struggle. Born in Poland 
of a family of some means, he ran away from 
Russia to avoid serving in the army of a 
country that denied freedom to the Jew. In 
Amsterdam, he learned and practiced for a 
time diamond cutting, and then moved on to 
London, where he became a tailor. He then 
came to New York and worked from fourteen 
to seventeen hours a day. Yet his poetic muse 
triumphed over all, and the poems that he 
wrote during the dinner hour and at home at 
night finally won him freedom and the chance 
to live wholly by his pen. Professor Wiener 
of Harvard translated one volume, “Songs 
from the Ghetto,” and Rose Pastor Stokes 
translated another, “Songs of Labor and 
Other Poems.”

Rare Books, Autographs and Prints 


T is a matter of record that James Crossley 
bought a Second Folio of Shakespeare for 
one shilling from a Manchester bookseller. 


The original of Shelley’s will, entirely in the 
poet’s handwriting, is now in the very fine 
collection of English literature formed by 
Carl H. Pforzheimer of this city. 


The Edgar Allan Poe Shrine at Richmond, 
Va., will soon publish “Politan,” a drama by 
Edgar Allan Poe, now first edited from the 
original manuscript by Thomas O. Mabbott. 


A careful review of the art season of this 
city and the many exhibitions held in dealers’ 
galleries, shows unmistakably the growing 
popularity of rare and valuable prints. One 
cannot escape the conclusion that the number 
of wealthy print collectors is increasing very 
rapidly. 


Americana consisting of books, pamphlets 
and broadsides and newspapers, from various 
consignors, will be sold by Charles F. Heart- 
man at Metuchen, N. J., July 3rd. The col- 
lection includes early almanacs, poetry, news- 
papers and books relating to the Colonies, the 
Revolutionary War, the War of 1812, the 
Early West, California, and a very unusual 
collection of the songs of Stephen C. Foster, 
numbering some seventy lots. 





The current catalog of James F. Drake of 
this city has a very attractive new cover design 
and more than ever invites preservation. It 
is devoted to first editions of American and 
English auihors and few booksellers take as 
much pains as does Mr. Drake to make their 
prices just what they should be. For this 
reason they are especially useful for reference. 


The current catalog of Maggs Brothers of 
London is devoted to “Drawings and Engrav- 
ings,” contains 152 pages, 775 lots, and scores 
of full page beautiful plates. A selection of 
American views, portraits and political car- 
toons include some very rare and valuable, 
among them Sartain’s mezzotint of “William 
Penn,” listed at £150; Val Green’s “Nathaniel 
Greene,” £72 10s.; Val Green’s “George Wash- 
ington,” £92; Savage’s “Washington,” 465; 
and some very rare views of New York, 
Boston and other important places. 


The “Descriptive Catalog of the First Edi- 
tions of Shelly,” based upon the Memorial 
Exhibition at the Grolier Club last year, com- 
piled by Ruth S. Granniss, the club’s librarian, 
has just appeared. It is a handsome octavo, 
printed on Van Gelder handmade paper, 
bound in blue boards, and comes from the 
Gilliss Press. It contains invaluable informa- 
tion for the Shelley collector, and the Grolier 
Club is again entitled to great credit for its 
service to the book collecting world.

About the last lot of Stevenson letters that 
remain unpublished is now appearing in 
Scribner's Magazine, They were written to 
Lady Colvin and were long held as too in- 
timate and unreserved for publication. 


Mr. and Mrs. E. Byrne Hackett sailed last 
Tuesday on the Berengaria to England for 
the purpose of purchasing material for the 
Brick Row Book Shops of New York, New 
Haven and Princeton. Mr. Hackett expresses 
himself as being exceedingly optimistic as to 
the consumption of the better class of books 
by booklovers during the coming season. The 
extreme emphasis on modern first editions 
seems to have somewhat spent itself, and the 
demand for the more permanent first editions 
show marked signs of increase. 


A lirhited edition of the works of George 
Borrow, to be called the Norwich edition, and 
including considerable unpublished material, 
edited by Clement Shorter, will be published 
by Constable & Co., of London and Gabriel 
Wells of this city. The edition will be printed 
in sixteen volumes, octavo, limited to 775 sets, 
the first two volumes to appear in a few 
weeks. This is the first handsome large type 
library edition of Borrow to appear and the 
limit for England and America together is so 
low that a quick sale is assured. 


An account of the eighth annual exhibition 
of contemporary bookplates forms the leading 
article in Number 2 of the Bookplate Chroni- 
cle, published by Albert Fowler, Kansas City, 
Mo. The bookplates which secured the cer- 
tificates of award are shown in reproductions 
and a full catalog of the exhibition is given. 
One hundred and sixty-seven plates by sixty- 
one artists were exhibited. This annual exhi- 
bition, which is confined each year to work 
done in the previous year, has become an 
interesting and important event in the art 
world. Competition is open to the world, and 
the loaning of the exhibits for display in 
different cities has done much to stimulate 
popular appreciation of bookplates. 


Volume VI of “Autograph Prices Current,” 
edited, compiled and published by A. J. Her- 
bert of London has just made its appearance. 
The present volume contains a record of auto- 
graph letters, documents and manuscripts sold 
at auction in London from August, 1921, to 
July, 1822, inclusive, and illuminated manu- 
scripts since July, 1919. This record makes 
an octavo volume of 284 pages durably bound 
in cloth. The section devoted to illuminated 
manuscripts is of much interest, including as 
it does the important sales of Yates-Thomp- 
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son, Lord Mostyn, Brooke, and Baroness Bur- 
dett-Coutts. The indices are exhaustive and 
well arranged. This annual publication is be- 
coming more and more important to Ameri- 
can collectors, for most of them are interested 
in the London market and this important ref- 
erence work is their chief source for reliable 
and comprehensive information. 


The formal presentation and acceptance of 
the collection of books and manuscripts 
formed by Alfred C. Chapin of this city was 
made in the new Stetson Hall Library of 
Williams College, Williamstown, Mass., on 
June roth, in the presence of the faculty and 
about 250 invited guests. The gift of Mr. 
Chapin, class of 1869, comprises more than 
9,000 volumes, many of exceptional rarity and 
value, for which the donor is said to have 
paid more than $750,000. Included in the 
collection are incunabula, early English litera- 
ture, Americana, Bibles, Books of Common 
Prayer and Books of Hours; French, German 
and Spanish literature, manuscripts and broad- 
sides. In presenting the gift, Mr. Chapin made 
a few remarks about his collection and its 
significance to which President Garfield re- 
sponded with formal acceptance for the col- 
lege. The collection of incunabula is rare and 
extensive, and there are also included many 
fine examples of printing following 1500. The 
Americana includes many volumes treating of 
voyages to and discoveries on this Continent. 
There is also an important section of old 
quartos of early English literature, particu- 
larly of the Restoration period and eighteenth 
century dramas. In the group of Bibles are 
the Great Bible of Cromwell and the Eliot 
Indian Bible. Among the more remarkable 
manuscripts of the collection is a copy of the 
Gospels written in the ninth century and the 
original of .Dante’s “Inferno,” published in 
the fifteenth century. The library also includes 
a copy of the First Folio of Shakespeare, 1623, 
the first collected edition of Chaucer, 1532, and 
a perfect Block Book, colored by hand, show- 
ing the method of printing from wood carved 
blocks used before the invention of movable 
types. Mr. Chapin has been one of Williams's 
chief benefactors, having made in the course 
of his life gifts valued at $2,000,000. Chapin 
Hall, constructed in 1911 at a cost of $350,000 
is used for concerts and entertainments. In 
addition to the gift of his library he has pro- 
vided $100,000 to maintain it. Mr. Chapin 
was in college at the same time with the late 
Francis Lynde Stetson, donor of Stetson Hall, 
and Hamilton Wright Mabie, to whose mem- 
ory a room has been dedicated in the new 
library building. The three chums back in the 
sixties (for many years close friends in this 
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city) are now represented in the library in 
which the friends of Williams College are 
taking so much pride. 


The recent sale in Berlin, when the first 
edition of Goethe’s “Faust” brought 13,000,000 
marks, appears to have furnished many new 
high record prices for German books and clas- 
sics printed in Germany. It appears that book 
collecting in Germany is no longer the sport 
of the aristocracy but many of the newly war- 
made rich are anxious to gather fine private 
libraries. 


The authorities of the Bodleian sometime 
ago made a careful examination of the Oxford 
copy of the First Folio of Shakespeare, and 
from the comparative wear and tear of the 
leaves they came to the conclusion that in the 
years immediately before the Civil War, the 
play which made the greatest appeal to Oxford 
students was “Romeo and Juliet.” The next 
five plays in the order of popularity on the 
same basis of evidence were “Julius Caesar,” 
“The Tempest,” “Henry IV (Part 1), 
“Macbeth,” and “Cymbeline.” 


Copies of that important work. “Etching 
Craft: A Guide to Students and Collectors” by 
W. P. Robins, can now be obtained at the 
office of the PuBLisHERS’ WEEKLY. It was re- 
cently issued by the London publishers of The 
Bookman’s Journal which the Bowker Com- 
nany represents in America. The author cov- 
érs the subject very thoroly, beginning with 
an outline of the development of etching, fol- 
lowed by several chapters on the practical side 
of the art; sketches of great etchers and their 
work; descriptions of dry point, aquatint and 
softground etchings; on printing, mounting 
and the care of prints; a bibliography of 
works on etching and etchers. The volume 


has upwards of a hundred illustrations.
